CONSERVE VEGETABLE SEED 
ty 


Everyone who intends to plant a 
garden this spring should exercise the 
utmost in the planting of the 
seed in order to avoid wastage. 


care 


Under normal conditions many gar- 
den seeds are sown from five to ten 
times more thickly than is required 
and when this is done, thinning must 
be practised in order to allow the re- 
maining plants to develop normally. 
Although a few vegetables, like beets, 
may be ysed in immature stages of 
growth, most of the plants thinned 
out are thrown away and are entirely 


wasted. 
Planting less seed will reduce the 
need for thinning. In the case of 


large seeds a little care in planting 
will place them at proper distances in 
the Small seeds should be 
mixed with some inert material, such 
as sand, corn meal, ground wheat, or 


rows.

Research Laboratory, Winnipes, has 
been conducting extensive investiga- 
tions on the effect of seed treatment 
on the percentage germination of 
flax. At his request we gave him 
parts of all flax samples sent to the 
North-West Line Elevators Associa- 
tion’s laboratory for germination 
up to the middle of February; in all, 
56 samples. These samples, besides 
being germinated in the regular way 
in our laboratory, were planted in 
soil at the Dominion Rust Research 
Laboratory. Duplicate tests of seed 
treated with a mercurial dust and 
duplicate tests of untreated seed were 
made. The results are interesting 
and very important. 

Our own tests resulted in an 
average germination of 66.8%. Dr. 
Machacek’s “treated” tests averaged

A warning to all merchants and 
business men that they cannot 
legally transact business after 
March 3i1st, unless they have a 
license from the Wartime Prices 
and Trade Board, is given by 
Walter S. Campbeil, Regional Re- 
presentative for the Board in Al- 
berta.

Primary producers, employees of 
licensed’ firms and professional men 
do not need licenses. Application 
forms can be obtained from any 
post-office or office of the Board. 

Retail merchants must package 
sugar in quantities to meet the 
ration allowances of their custom- 
ers, not merely in 2 lb., 5 lb and 10 
lb. bags, says Walter S. Campbell, 
Alberta representative of the War- 
time Prices and Trade Board. 
Where this is not done, they must 
break the larger packages to meet 
the allowances of three-quarters of 
a pound per week per member of 
the family.

A price ceiling on potatoes has 
been declared by the Wartime 
Prices and Trade Board. Prices, 
whether at wholesale or retail, must 
not exeeed the top price charged 
by each dealer during the week of 
February 7, 1942.

Originally, all vegetables were ex- 
empt from price+ceilings. In Jan- 
uary, to stop speculative buying, a 
ceiling was placed on onions. The 
ceiling ordered on potatoes is due 
to recent price advances.
